“Every second of play will 
be beamed immediately by 
Satellite to those countries 
that will be putting it to air 
live or it will be recorded, edi- 
ted, and sent by satellite to 
other countries for later re- 
play. ‘‘It is a gigantic task." 

Each match will be covered 
by seven cameras — one 
behind each goal, two mounted 
high in the grandstand oppo- 
site the centre line, one on 
each side of the 18 metre line 
and one roving camera. 

Two directors will be in 
charge of the coverage of each 


game. 

One will cover the play from 
the seven cameras. The other 
will present special effects 
and replays. 

The main commentary will 
be in English. However, some 
countries will be sending their 
own commentators to do com- 
mentary in the language of 
that country. 

Network 10 will also provide 
what fs quaintly known as ‘‘in- 
ternational sound’’ — no com- 
mentary but the sound of 
crowds cheering and other 
extraneous sounds. 

This is for countries that 
wish to provide their own com- 


mentaries but don’t send a 
commentator to Australia. 


Some ‘countries will take 
almost every telecast and 
Thailand plans to show tele- 
casts of all 32 games. 

The biggest coverage by any 
country will probably be in the 
U.S. where the Public Broad- 
casting System will send the 
Network 10 telecast to 262 sta- 
tion coast-to-coast into a po- 
tential 70 miHion homes. 

The telecasts will be taken 
by such far-flung countries as 
Iceland, and Qatar, Morocco 
and Tunisia in the Far East 
Ghana and the Ivory Coast in 
Africa and behind the Iron 
Curtain to Russia, Hungary, 
Austria and Czechoslovakia, 

In Australia the telecasts of 
each game will be sent by land 
line to other capital cities and 
by land line and microwave 
link to regional stations, 

Some games will be shown 
live by Network 10. Others will 
be recorded and shown later in 
full and from some only edited 
highlights will be presented. 

Those games not shown by 
Network 10 will be seen on the 
0/28 Network under a special 
arrangement.

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Steven Blair, 19, is rated 
one of the best young players 
in Australia. A typical stop- 
per, Steve has been with the 
Melbourne Gunners since 
1979 and will be a key man in 
Australia’s bid for the World 
Youth Championship series in 
Australia 3-18 October 1981. 


Born in Paisley, Scotland just out- 
side Glasgow, Steve is, descended 
from a long line of Celtic. supporters 
and his family never misSes-a match 
in Melbourne. He arrived in Aust- 
ralia aged 8 from Scotland, where he 
had ‘mucked around’ with soccer, 
just like every other kid in Scotland. 

Steve Blair moved straight into 
Albion Rovers juniors and played 
defence for a couple of years before 
moving up front and then back to 
centre half. Steve was the star 
player of the National Youth Team 
which played in the Oceania Tourna- 
ment in Fiji and also with the Aus- 
tralian youth team at the winter 
tournament in Israel early in 1981. 

He has played for Australia in the 
National team on seven occasions 
and is one of five of Australiajs youth

squad stars who have won coveted 
national team status — reflecting the 
growing strength of youth soccer in 
Australia today. 

Tall (6’2’’) dark and blue-eyed, 
Steve Blair has his sights set firmly 
on international experience and 
leaves for Scotland soon after the 
World Youth Champions for trials 
with Celtic Dundee and Dundee 
United. 

Steve lives at Sunshine in Mel- 
bourne and finds time for serious 
studies by correspondence of sub- 
jects like accounting, law, econom- 
ics and banking. “‘A business career 
is my fall-back option,’’ he explains 
with a smile. 

Steve is into all types of sport: ten- 
nis, squash, table tennis, darts — but 
underneath it all he is a movie freak 
with his own video recorder at home 
to make sure he doesn’t miss a good 
movie while he is out training or 
playing soccer. 

But one key to Steve Blair’s soccer 
success is motivation with a capital 
‘M’. The night before the recent Aus- 
tralian-Fiji match in Melbourne, 
Steve was deep into John Power's 
book ‘The Coach’ — a season with 
Ron Barrassi — whose name is a 
byword in sports motivation. 


‘‘Motivation is what it’s all 
about,” Steve Blair explains, ‘‘you 
have to want to play every match, 
every time — have the same desire 
“to play and win every game.”’ 


It would be difficult to find a play- 
er, or a soccer official, more positive 
about Australia’s chances in the 
World Youth Championships than 
Steve Blair. 

“If we go out there and give every- 
thing — as a unit — we can upset the 
stars”, he says enthusiastically. 


‘‘ Australia has nothing to lose — so 
let’s get stuck in. We don’t want to be 
scared — let's go out and hammer 
them’’. 


“I’m surprised at the number of 
people who are well aware of how big 
the World Youth Championships are 
going to be — especially the kids. 
We’ve got to live up to that’’. 

Steve also has a few words of 
advice for soccer development in 
Australia: ‘‘I’d like to see more 
coaching for young players in 
Australia. It’s hard for them to make 
it while there is so much of a gap be- 
tween junior and senior levels. Aust- 
ralia has to become more and more 
professional in its soccer outlook’.

He is one of five top players from 
the National Youth Team who played 
for Australia in the national team.

From the northern Sydney suburb 
of Warrawee, Robert opened his 
soccer career at age 7 with the Wah- 
rooga club, representing the district 
in Sunday matches as well. 

At 15, he moved into the 3rd grade

“‘Personally, I’m confident. Being 
both the underdog and the host-nation 
is an advantage. There is a lot of per- 
sonal pride involved and I believe the 
boys will rally and give it to them 100 
per cent’. 

Representative soccer has given 
Robert Wheatley overseas exX- 
perience and his hope is to develop 
his ability to the stage where he can 
play for a European club, which he 
believes would be more interesting 
although perhaps not as hard-edged 
as English club competition.

He will lead Australia again against top soccer nation Argen- 
tina in the first round of the FIFA World Youth Championship for 
the Coca-Cola Cup at the Sydney Cricket Ground on Saturday. 

Hunter says, “Beating Argentina Is our biggest challenge. Ar- 
gentina tends to worry me more than England which plays more 
our style of game. 

“If we can get past the first round, we will all have a party,”” he 
says. 

Hunter is not kidding. Australia has drawn two of the toughest 
possible opponents in Argentina and England as well as Cam- 
eroon in the first round. 

Hunter played with Marconi in the Philips League this year, 
having transferred from Blacktown City. He started playing 
soccer at the age of five and a half for a Blue Mountains Club. 

He went on to play for clubs in Penrith and his school team.

A treat for photographers 


By ‘Soccer Action’ photographer LES SHORROCK | 


The cream of the world’s 
sports photographers are in 
for a treat when they arrive in 
Melbourne for the World 
Youth Championship. 


Olympic Park’s lights, which have 
lagged behind the S.C.G.'s and V.F.L. 
Park’s in candlepower for so long, will 
rank as Australia’s best as a result of a 
$100,000 facelift. 


The present units are being cleaned and 
realigned to shine directly on to the soccer 
ground and an additional 24 units are being 
added, to bring the total to 96, with a 
massive total candlepower of 1200 lux, 


which will be more than adequate for the 
world-wide T.V. coverage and will ensure 
good colour photography. 

Our readers will be able to obtain good, 
sharp pictures without having to be closer 
than the fence by following a few simple 
basic rules. 

Using a 300mm or 200mm telephoto 
lens, take up a position on the fence oppo- 
site ‘the grandstand and focus on the area 
between the penalty spot and the centre of 
the goal-line. 

For black and white pictures, use Kodak 
Tri.X, and increase the A.S.A. rating set- 
ting on your camera to 1600. 

Set your shutter speed at 1/500th, and if 
your camera has a meter in-built you 
should get an aperture reding of about f5.6 


or f8. If not decrease your speed to 
1/250th, which should ensure an aperture 
of f8, the ideal combination. If your 
camera is an automatic, so much the bet- 
ter, set It at 1/250th and let the camera do 
the work, 

Remember that the light Is best in the 
Poe nout so don't be ambitious and try 

r shots in the centre of the ground or on 
the far touchline. 

Don’t waste your time using a flash, it 
won't even reach the playing surface from 
the outer. 

The same applies for colour, as both Ko- 
dakcolor 2 and Fujicolor can be ‘pushed’ 
to 1600, but when you take your films for 
processing, remember to stipulate that 

frey be processed for the faster rating.

Part of the U.S. hopes will 
depend on rUguay, America's 
first opponent in Brisbane pre- 
liminary round matches. Scar- 
pelll knows the U,S. faces a 
tough task in beating the South 
American champion. 


“In my mind, Uruguay will 
certainly be the toughest team 
we face in the preliminary 
round’’, he said. '‘We played 
against them in a tournament 
in Brazil in January, They're a 
basic South American team. 
They're very quick — buzz 
around pretty good trying to 
beat you”’. 


Scarpelli, a 5-foot-11-inch, 
165-pounder, feels a certain 
amount of pressure“In repre- 
senting the U.S. in ‘a world 
championship, the first time In 
over 30 years than*any U.S.

other than the Olympics. 


“In a way, there's a lot of 
pressure on us’’, he said. ‘‘A 
team like the United States is 
coming up in the soccer world. 


“We have to prove oursel- 
ves, to prove that what every- 
one has heard is for real — 
we're not a fluke. We want to 
show the world that Amerl- 
cans can really play soccer”. 


Scarpelli also feels a respon- 
sibility to Wait Chyzowych, 
coach of the U.S. team, who 
will be stepping down from 
that post following the World 
Youth Champlonship. 


“Walt has meant so much to 
all of us’’, Scarpelli said. “‘We 
realise that this is his last time 
around as national coach. We 
really want to do well for him, 
We want him to leave on a 
pasitive note”.

if you mention the 
name Edvaldo Isidro 
Neto few would rec- 
ognise it, but if you 
say Vava thousands 
of soccer fans around 
the world will know 
it as the nickname of 
Brazil’s highly-spirit- 
ed centre-forward in 
the 1958 and 1962 
World Cups. 


“To be frank with you, if 
someone ever calls me by 
my real name, I probably 
won’t even answer back. 
Not because I’m a snob. 
It’s just that, at times, I 


even forget that my real 
name is Edvaldo. Ac- 
tually, even my wife and 
children call me Vava’’, 
says Vava, now the. head- 
coach of Brazil’s youth 
team, and assistant-coach 
to Tele Santana, in the 
main all-star squad.

“*He said ‘What do you know 
about football?’ See what I 
mean?” 

If he has one regret it is that 
he is no longer in. charge at Old 
Trafford. His five years as 
Manchester United's ebullient 
boss were the highlights of his 
career. 

“They're still the greatest 
club in the world’, he says. 

Old Trafford is the only 
ground where you can walk out 
to the centre circle when the 
place is deserted and it still 
oozes atmosphere. 

“Old Trafford is the London 
Palladium. Deepdale may be 
the Glasgow Empire but you 
can still put on a show. It's all 
a matter of adjusting”. 

The world knows that 
United fired him because of 
his love affair with the wife of 
the club's physiotherapist. He 
does not regret his actions, 
only that he is no longer 
United’s leader. The fans still 
pepper him with mail. 

But Preston, too, has a 
cherished place in his heart. ‘‘I 
had nearly 10 wonderful years 
here as a player—three of my 
kids are Prestonians .. . I was 
in digs just down the road... 
the ground was heaving every 
week. 

“When I came back it was 
as if I had never been away. 
Now the wheel has turned full 
circle, I hope this is my last 
job”. 

And he left me with a prom- 
ise. ‘‘My teams enjoy them- 
selves. I guarantee Preston 
will win one thing this season 
... friends’’.

' the range of skills which 


Marton possesses. 

At 33 bis best days are ob- 
viously behind him. 

Nevertheless, if St George 
does make the national league 
next year I am quite sure 
Marton would be the top stri- 
ker in the competition. 

It surprises me that he has 
not made more of an impact in 
his own country. 

“You are right,’’ said Frank 
Arok St. George’s coach, ‘ 

““‘He was never a smash in 
First Division and do you know 
why?" 

“T will tell you. It was be- 
cause he would not leave his 
home town. I have told him he 
was a stupid idiot. If he had 
gone to Belgrade, to Red Star 
who wanted him he would have 
been one of the biggest players 
in Yugoslavia. 

“But he liked his small town 
of Subotica and that is where 
he preferred to stay and 
played all of his career in our 
Third and Second Divisions 
with Spartacus Subotica and 
Sever Subotica.”’ 

In every Season since he was 
a teenager Marton has never 
failed to score less than 20 
goals in a season. 

This year at St. George he 
scored 38 goals, despite being 
a continual substitute with a 
foot injury for more than a 
month. 

Marton’s incredible goalsco- 
ring ability was highlighted 


during this period when he won 
several games for Saints after 
being brought into the attack 
as a substitute with only about 
15 minutes to play. 

Marton had a badly dam- 
aged instep which caused con- 
siderable pain when shooting. 

I saw one game against 
Manly when a stuttering St. 
George was unable to break a 
stubborn Manly defence. 

Late in the game came a 
limping Marton to score two 

oals seven minutes then 
fimp back to the bench, his job 
done. 
Marton is more than just a 
goalscorer. 

He has delightful close con- 
trol and fine dribbling skills, 

His dribbling is incisive. 

He continually gets past 
players, not performing 
congos in front of opponents as 
some dribblers are inclined to 
do. 

Marton has been able to get 
past two and three defenders, 
one after the other, con- 
sistently this season, often fin- 
ishing with shots which found 
the net. 

His shooting is so powerful 
and accurate. I cannot say I 
have seen better. 

I even am able to compare it 
with the great Jimmy Greaves 
of England and the even great- 
er Gerd Muller of West 
Germany. 

If that seems a ridiculous 
comparison, believe me it is 
not. This man is a great play- 


er. 

Arok, who has travelled the 
world watching soccer and 
coached it for two decades in 
Yugoslavia went on to tell me 
that Marton had had the ability

Kevin Swinscoe, 22, the Brighton-ICL stri- 
ker, arrived In Hobart In April this year. It is 
his second spell in Australia, having pre- 
viously played for Frankston in Melbourne. 
He again proved his worth with 10 goals in 
the Tasmanian State League and four or five 
in the various cup competition. 


Swinseoe was destined 
for a top-flight profes- 
sional career when he 
signed as an apprentice 
with Nottingham Forst at 
16 years of age. 

He signed professional 
forms when he was 18 but 
it was at that time that he 
suffered a severe knee in- 
jury. He damaged the 
cruciate ligaments and re- 
quired surgery. 

The doctor advised him 
not to play again, but he 
did.

In 1978, Swinscoe came 
to Australia to join’ Frank- 
ston City, then coached by 
Fred Bunce. On his return 
to England at the end of 
the season, he played with 
Grantham Town in the 


Northern Premier League: 


for a year. He then ran into 
another former Frankston 
star, John Taylor, Bright- 
on-ICL’s newly appointed 
coach, who was on a visit 
to the UK. This led to him 
coming to Tasmania to 
strengthen Taylor’s 
championship aspirants. 
Swinscoe remains some- 
what unsettled in Tasma- 
nia, despite Brighton’s 
Satact.e . Luevargiuse 
championship win. ‘‘Some

pedple expect too much. 
The imports here like to 
play simple, effective foot- 
ball, but the crowds expect 
to see magic every week.” 

Swinscoe’s scoring 
record has been good, al- 
though he did miss two 
‘sitters’ in the Tasmania 
versus ‘Rest of the World’ 
game. He still has night- 
mares about that. 

His dissatisfaction 


£ became public knowledge 


and it wasn’t long before 
Essendon-Croatia made 
approaches, He was under 
contract to Brighton, how- 
ever, and the club wouldn’t 
let him go. 


He is currently em- 
ployed as an electrical as- 
sistant by Brighton’s vice- 
chairman, Jock Crosbie. 
Swinscoe would still like to 
get away but is prepared to 
stay ‘if the conditions are 
right.’ 

He attributes Brighton’s 
championship success to 

fact that Brighton has 
the best players. ‘‘We’ve 
got the most skilful 
players in the League. And 
John Taylor's done the job. 
He’s done what he was 
brought here to do. I’ve en- 
joyed his training sessions. 
Jock Crosbie also has done 
a tremendous amount for

worth twice in the process? 

Tasmania can’t afford to 
lose a player of Kevin 
Swinscoe’s calibre. It is to 
be hoped that conditions 
will become ‘right’ and 
that Kevin will decide to 
stay. A Tasmanian PSL 
team could certainly use 
him!

The case for 


a bigger 
State League 












By John van Hoboken, 
president, Ringwood-Wylhelmina 


| refer to the Victorian State League 
meeting when it was decided that clubs 
should put forward their ideas on how a 
State League of 16 clubs should be imple- 


mented. 


I would like to explain 
once more why I suggested 
and why I am strongly in 
favour of increasing the 
State League to 16 clubs, My 
principal reasons are: - 

1. To once and for all give 
soccer clubs and players a 
season which at least is 
more in line with the length 
of the soccer season in other 
countries. 

As long as we expect to be 
able to increase the standard 
of soccer in Australia in a 
six-month season, which 
therefore also applies to ju- 
niors, we really must expect 
players in Australia to be 
supermen. 

To expect our supporters 
to be happy and expect to in- 
crease their number for only 
six months in the season and 
ask them for the other six 
months of the year to find 
something else to do is, to 
express myself quietly, 
short-sighted. 

2. To. give every Club in 
State League the same 
length of season so that 
every club and its players 
and supporters have an equal 
and fair deal and the same 
chance to build up their 
team, their playing force 
and their support. 

3. To achieve both (1) and 
(2) above we need to play the 
Ampol Cup and the Dockerty 
Cup during the league sea- 
son, which should start the 
first weekend in March and 
finish the last weekend in 
October or the first weekend 
in November. This gives us 
36 weekends which, if pre- 
ferred, can be reduced to 35 
or 34, 

It gives us four, five or six 
spare weekends, . 

I would like to see a com- 
plete break of two weekends 
between the first and second 
round, which would be the 
third and fourth weekend in 
June. 

European countries have 
introduced two to four-week 
breaks in the winter, not 
only because of the weather, 
but also to give officiais and 
players a break to put their 
house in order and players to 
recover from injuries. 

This break is appreciated 
by supporters who can catch 
up with a few jobs around 
the house and attend to 
family matters. 

The experience is that 
after the break the gate at- 
tendances are greater than 
before the break. 

This is also the time to try 
to contract and transfer 
players. 

As I have suggested be- 
fore, the Ampo] cup games 
and Dockerty Cup games 
(starting with the first 
round) should be played on 
Wednesday nights. 


Ampol Cup 


Sixteen clubs should be di- 
vided into four groups of four 
for the Ampol Cup. Each 
club in each group should 
play the other three clubs 
once. This gives a total of 24 
games on 12 nights. 

Add one night, for the 
semi-finals and one for the 
final, and you have a total of 
14 nights. 

It should start the first 
week in March and the final 
should be played the second 
Wednesday in June. 


Dockerty Cup 


Play-offs between the last 
32 clubs requires 16 —8—4 
— 2— 1 games, therefore 15 
nights plus one night for the 
final. Start the second 
Wednesday in July and finish 
the last Wednesday in Octo- 
ber. 

Contrary to the opinion of 
some clubs, I am convinced 
that a regular Wednesday 
night game would be a finan- 
cial success, as attendances 
would be much greater than, 
for instance, when the 
Ampol Cup is played on hot 
summer nights by unfit 
teams and when people 
prefer to go to the beach. 

Not only would players 
and normal club supporters 
make use of seeing other 
clubs play, it would also at- 
tract former soccer follow- 
ers who have given the oe 
away as they have found 


other interests or com- 
mitments for the weekend, 

It would also attract 
people who have not follow- 
ed soccer yet and play or 
follow another sport on the 
weekend. 

We would create a greater 
interest in the game. 

Olympic Park expenses 
may be high, but we, witha 
charge of $4, would not need 
many supporters to pay for 
Pla ying the Ampol Cup 

a 

over 14 nights, hence 14 
times reports and forecasts 
in the papers when there is 
not much back Seat ona 
Wednesday, wo make it 
possible to obtain large spon- 
sorship. I guarantee sry 
ally a sponsorship of $10,000. 

it the Federation Is pre- 
pared to change the Dock- 
erty Cup into, Sun Alliance 
Dockerty Cup or Coca Cola 
Dockerty Cup, I am certain 
we could obtain another $10, 
000 sponsor. 

I would like to point out 
the much larger amount of 
publicity we would create by 
starting in early March and 
playing in October when 
there is no footy. 

I would like to point out 
the increase of attendance 
when the weather is pleasant 
in March and October, 

I have always been of the 
opinion that if soccer in 
Australia is to succeed and 
we want to create more local 
talent, we have to develop 
soccer in the le 

Soccer in places like Gee- 
long, Shepparton, Morwell, 
Warrnambool and Wodonga 
would explode if clubs from 
these areas would play in the 
State League. 

Like in other sports such 
as tennis and Aussie Rules, I 
can see many good juniors 
being created in the country 
areas, 

The test advantage, 
howeer, would be that we 
would receive more publl- 
city as we show progress. 

As we have been delayed 
by the Board which ob- 
viously is quite happy to plod 
along year after year with- 
out any progress or new 
ideas, we are too late to 
invite country cltibs for 
season 1982. 

This would give them only 
six months to build up their 
teams to State League stan- 
dard, which is not long 
enough. 

We therefore must decide 
now to invite the country 
clubs to apply for State 
League status in 1983. 


I personally am prepared 
to help them to acquire the 
necessary players to do so. 


Country Clubs would 
easily find sponsors if it 
means playing in the State 
League and many have ex- 
cellent facilities. 


Before being accepted for 
1983 the clubs would have to 
show, by playing test games 
against State League teams, 
that they have reached a 
proper standard. 


Before we invite the coun- 
try clubs, for instance, not 
later than 30 November, 
1981, I suggest that to avoid 
any misunderstanding, al- 


though it may be a foregone 
conclusion, we Invite the 
four Victorian National 


League clubs to disassociate 
themselves from the Nation- 
al League and rejoin the 
State League with their first 
teams. 


We have much to offer 
with a State League set-up as 
suggested above. 


They also have a lot to 
offer us. 


If New South Wales forms 
a real State League with 
Canberra, Newcastle and 
Woollongong included, the 
Sydney clubs would gain and 
so could soccer throughout 
Australia. 


Let us in the Victorian 
League give the example and 
show the other states that we 
want progress. 


For once I ask clubs that 
usually look after their own 
Interests, or believe they 
look after their own inter- 
ests, to have a better and 
more progressive outlook.
